1921 Independence Series 
by David J. Leeds, James W. Crumpacker, and Gary B. Weiss 


This article on the American Bank Note 
Company (ABNCo) Canal Zone archive 
Specimen stamps addresses the 1921 
Independence Series, Scott No. 60-66. See 
Figs. 1 through 7. 

As noted in Canal Zone Stamps (CZS) 
the CANAL ZONE overprint on these 
Panama stamps is identical with that 
usedon the Type V Portrait Series, except 
for the 5c denomination which is a 
different size stamp and uses a com- 
pletely different overprint. 

CZS also reports that two plates of the 
lc and 2c were prepared. These have the 
engraved F numbers 1A (reversed) 
F-6785, and 2A (reversed) F-6785 for 
both the le and 2c. The archive sheets 
included only the le 1A and the 2c 2A. 
Both left and right hand panes are 
present in the archive specimen sheets. 
Only the right-hand panes have the added 
reversed 1A or 2A. 

The 1c and 2c were produced in 20 by 
10 sheets of 200, with wide selvage all 
around and a narrow gutter between the 
panes. The 5c was also a lay of 200, but 
vertical, 10 by 20 with the narrow gutter

The Index Cards give engraving data 
but nothing on printing. The archive 
sheets are all dated June 1, 1921. CZS 
merely states that most of the stamps 
were delivered by August 1921 and all 
denominations placed on sale November 
13, 1921. The earliest known use of any 
value is November 17, 1921. Covers 
showing the high values were exhibited 
in our “Canal Zone Gems” at PACIFIC 97. 
We have no data on the second plates of 
the lc and 2c or of later printings. 

A question has arisen with respect to 
a comparison of these Type V overprints 
with the Type V overprints of the Portrait 
Series reported in CZP 122:1-3. Do the 
spacing and broken letter varieties of the 
Portrait series recur on the Independence 
series? There is too much of a coincidence 
to be random but the stamps have not yet 
been studied in enough detail to give a 
firm answer. 

The font varieties of the 5c overprint 
reportedin CZS, page 115, were not found 
among the archive sheet. At the present 
time the status of these items (in contrast 
to the Type V overprint on the postage 
due) is uncertain. It is more likely that 
they are essays.

There are very few broken letters. The 
one that is obvious is a large break in the 
top of the O of ZONE in Pos 97 of the 1c 
and 2c, but this same break exists to a 
lesser extent in other positions. The 5c 
contains a number of broken letters, but 
it is difficult to work with due to the 
crowded nature of the printing on the 
underlying stamp. No comprehensive 
study of broken letters in the higher 
values has been made. 

The SPECIMEN overprint is a nominal 
11.2mm by 2.2mm, in red with little 
variation.

On May 28, 1924 President Calvin 
Coolidge, acting under authority ofajoint 
resolution of Congress, approved Febru- 
ary 12, 1924, issued a proclamation 
abrogating the Taft Agreement of Decem- 
ber 3, 1904. This is the agreement that 
required the Canal Zone to purchase its 
postal paper from the Republicof Panama 
at 40% of the face value. The rationale 
for the agreement was that a U.S. 
operated postal service would decimate 
that run by the Republic. So as not to 
destroy Panama’s postal income part of 
it was replaced by President Taft’s lar- 
gesse. 

It had been expected that the agree- 
ment would be cancelled May 1, 1924, but 
the date was extended by the State 
Department to June 1, 1924. The proc- 
lamation also stated “with the under- 
standing that no change is to be made in 
existing conditions until the end of the 
fiscal year, i.e., June 30th.” 

Although Panama overprinted statio- 
nery was not supposed to be sold after 
June 30, 1924, the Director of Posts’ 
Circular 54 of June 25 ruled that they 
should be valid for postage or exchanged 
for the new stationery up to and including 
July 31, 1924; this was subsequently 
extended to August 31 by Circular No. 2 
of August 4, 1924. Stationery with a 
printed inscription added by the purchase 
was to be valid for postage indefinitely. 

In anticipation of this action, the Canal 
Zone Director of Posts, C.H. Calhoun, 
arranged for the purchase, at cost, of a 
year’s supply of United States stationery, 
overprinted for use in the Canal Zone. 
These were shipped to the Zone during 
April, 1924. There were two denomina- 
tions of stamped envelopes, the 1¢ Franklin 
(Scott U6) and 2¢ Washington (Scott U7). 

The stamped envelopes were of the 
series of 1916, (Scott U.S.U420 and U429) 
printed by the Middle West Supply 
Company of Dayton, Ohio, on Hartford 
flatbed presses and overprinted in black 
by the U.S. Government Printing Office 
in Washington, D.C. 

The envelopes are size 5 (6 1/2 x 
3 1/2 inches), watermarked and entwined 
“U.S.1921,” with gummed flaps. 

The stamp dies are circular, 27 1/2 mm 
with profile portraits, facing left, within 
a circle, around which, at the top and 
sides, appears “United States Postage.” 
The denominational numbers appear in 
small circles on either side at the foot, 
with “CENT” or “CENTS” in between. The 
head lettering and numerals are in 
colorless embossing on a solid colored 
ground. 

The overprint “CANAL ZONE” is in two 
horizontal lines of serifed caps, 2mm 
high. CANAL measures 11 1/2mm and 
ZONE 9mm, with 9mm spacing between. 
The type is the Flat A. Two types of “C” 
in CANAL are reported to occur in each

denomination. A census of several impor- 
tant collections has not revealed a single 
copy of the 1¢ Type 2, Open C. In addition, 
the 1¢ Type 2 has not appeared at auction 
over the past 20 years. Fig. 1 shows the 
normal l¢ Type 1, Closed C variety. 
Reconfirmation of the existence of the 
Open C Type 2 variety is necessary to 
continue its listing in the revised cata- 
logue. Response from collectors would be 
appreciated. 

For the 2¢, the Closed C is considered 
normal; the Open C is scarce with a ratio 
of about 20 to 1. See Figs. 2 and 3.

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Fifty thousand of the 1¢ olive green, 
and 100,000 of the 2¢ carmine were 
shipped from Washington, D.C., on April 
26, 1924, and issued on July 1, 1924. 

The gummed flaps of these envelopes 
stuck to the back of the envelopes in the 
humid climate of the Canal Zone. Since 
it was impossible to get United States 
envelopes with ungummed flaps it was 
decided to print the envelopes locally. U6 
and U7 were withdrawn from sale and 
replaced October 24, 1924 by envelopes 
bearing the Seal of the Canal Zone.

Charles Lindbergh’s Latin American 
Goodwill Tour was celebrated at various 
stops with parades, banquets, commemo- 
rative stamps, and cachets. Panama had 
all of this with a set of two stamps, and 
special cachets in both Panama City and 
Colon. See CZP 108:21. 

The Canal Zone designated a “Lindbergh 
Day” for the Pacific side, January 10, 
1928, and for the Atlantic side, January 
11, 1928. There was no official postal 
recognition of either event. 

John Smith first called attention to a 
privately applied cachet (CZP 82:5) on a 
registered letter from R. S. Carter to 
Rudolph Dinnebier. 

Covers mailed on these two days are 
listed in The American Air Mail Cata- 
logue, Vol. 3, page 1439, as Nos. 205 and 
206, respectively, They usually bear a 
typewritten “cachet”, Fig. 1. In addition, 
a few (from Ancon, Balboa, and Balboa 
Heights) have a 2-line, 74mm rubber 
stamp, light blue, all caps “LINDBERGH 
DAY/CANAL ZONE” prepared for or by 
Rudolph Dinnebier of New York, Fig. 2. 
He also prepared a maximum post card 
with “OUR HERO” and a photograph on 
the picture side. “LINDBERGH DAY” is 
printed on the stamped side along with 
the “CANAL ZONE” rubber stamp as 
above, Fig. 3.

David J. Smith, “A Selection of Canal 
Zone First Day Covers, 1926-1978". Sil- 
ver-Bronze award. A representative se- 
lection of FDCs, mainly from Balboa and 
Cristobal. Definitive, commemorative, 
and air mail issues were shown. 

Robert Mazyck, “Canal Zone Precan- 
cels”, Silver-Bronze award. Examples of 
all four types of precancels on various 
stamps were shown. Types I and II were 
handstamped; Types III and IV printed 
in monotype. 

Armand R. Cote, “Canal Zone Lindbergh 
Flight Cancellations”, Silver-Bronze award. 
A collection of covers carried on FAM-2 
(Cristobal to Miami, February 9, 1929), 
highlighting postmarks fromvarious cities 
and towns at different dates and times.

Specialized Catalogue

Many price changes are evident in the 
1998 Scott’s Specialized Postage Stamp 
Catalogue, but the most important shifts 
are structural. 

First, some price changes which for the 
integers were mostly flat to slightly down 
while, excepting the booklet panes, there 
were many increases for the ‘minor 
varieties’ and copies on cover. All prices 
below are for OG examples unless listed 
otherwise.

Nearly allofthe overprintedon Panama 
or US booklet panes had major price 
decreases; a supply boost resultant from 
the 1996 auction of James B. Helme’s and 
Morton Joyce’s material seems to have 
been responsible. 

Too numerous to show above, every 
listed Postage Due on cover had entirely 
proper price increases of around 10%. 

Postal Stationery price changes were 
concentrated in post-1950 examples in 
used condition, e.g. UXC4 now $12 (itali- 
cized), up from $2.75. We are awaiting 
a new publication on this subject. 

If one studies the structural changes, 
it is necessary to get out the quill and 
ink, for Scott’s has modified some cata- 
logue numbers on important overprint 
varieties. These changes occur in two 
parts: 

1. Clarification of the minor variety 
(those without a lower case letter) 
listings beginning with Scott 9. These 
are moved en masse from their 
previous locations below the last 
major lettered variety to a position 
below the integer. This should pre- 
vent such erroneous listings as “22g 
(1906 1c); “ONE” instead of “ZONE”, 
«which was in a recent auction 
catalog by a major firm. 

This modification is a good one and 
proceeds through the early listings, 
ending with OX2. 

2. A decision by Scott’s to add to the 
“pair, one without overprint” list- 
ings. Previously they did not differ- 
entiate between a “pair, left stamp 
without overprint” and a “pair, right 
stamp without overprint.” The quan- 
tities known of these tend to differ 
andthey thereforesell for discongruous 
prices. 





Scott 39a, which was “Horizontal pair, 
one without overprint” at $1500 is now 
“Horiz. pair, right stamp without over- 
print (20)” at $1250. The new Scott 39b 
is “Horiz. pair, left stamp without over- 
print (10)” at $1750. This causes a 
displacement of the 1997 Scott 39b, which 
was the “CANAL” only variety! It gets 
kicked downstairs and becomes a new 
listing, Scott 39h. 

The same situation applies to the Scott 
55b, 55c and 55f listings, which are all 
changed or new. Ditto Scott 56c, 56d, 56e 
and 56h plus Scott 57a and 57b. In the 
latter case no Scott variety other than 57a 
existed, so the new Scott 57b Horiz. pair, 
left stamp without overprint (10) at $2250 
did not displace anything. 

Scott 53b continues to be listed only as 
“Horiz. pair, right stamp without ovpt.” 
CZSG 53b.II is our designation for the 
“Horiz. pair, left stamp without ovpt.” 
variety but this one was caused by a paper 
fold; Scott’s has deemphasized these 
varieties in recent years. 

Few complaints can be made about the 
overall drift of price valuations. Among 
the problems was a drop in the value of 
Scott 55e, the booklet pane of 6, from 
$3250 in 1997 to $1750 in 1998. This was 
in spite of the fact that two examples with 
notable faults sold at Shreve’s auction of 
the Helme collection for an average of 
$2420. 

The proofs were nearly all up, in a 
general range of $100-$275 for no known 
reason. 

On the ‘good job’ side, Scott J20b, rose 
red, went up from $200/70 to $250/100. 
A review of the Stamps section of all 26 
CZSG Mail Sale catalogs reveals only one 
listing ever for this, in 1994 for a used 
copy described as “J20 F - (owner states 
J20b rose red, scarce, no more than a 
dozen or so known - needs certificate)”. 

The total dollar value for the integers 
Scott 1-165 OG or NH is now $12,371.21, 
for Airs C1-C53 $251.60 and for Postage 
Dues J1-J29 $2455.65. 





Inbound Mail- Egypt 1926 

A 1926 picture post card of the Sphinx 
mailed at Port Said, Egypt is shown. Since 
the address included “Isthmus of Panama” 
the card was processed through Panama 
City with its Transito marking. There is 
a faint Ancon, CZ machine backstamp 
dated October 6, 1926. The 10 mil stamp 
appears to be the proper value and color.

1935, with curious printing (an advertise- 
ment) on the back, as shown in Figs. 2 
and 3. This is a representation of United 
States postal card Scott UX17, the Full 
Face McKinley card, the rarest postal 
card issued by the USPS, issued in 1902. 

An article in the 1981 Congress Book’ 
relates the story of USPS UX17. A New 
York City garbage contractor obtained a

box of 500 copies of the postal card and 
printed them to be used as reporting 
forms for their business. The cards, whose 
design was subsequently rejected, were 
printed on the front as shown with the 
address of the company: Booth, Daily & 
Ivins; the back had a form for their 
garbage scow captains to use for daily 
reports. To tow these barges to the 
Atlantic Ocean, the company owned at 
least six tug boats, one of which was 
named H. B. Chamberlin. This tug was 
purchased by the Isthmian Canal Com- 
mission in 1906 and renamed S. S. 
Gatun’. It was this tug which made the 
initial passage of Gatun Locks on Septem- 
ber 26, 1913, as seen in Fig. 1! 


Even though the significance of this 
advertisement on the rear of CZ UX10 is 
now more apparent, we do not have any 
idea of the original source of this card and 
would appreciate any information that a 
reader might have. Write us or the Editor.
